SINGULAR PHENOMENON.

J have since re 
pense this experiment on a larger scale, which 
1as been attended with similar etlects, with these 
differences only :—the sparks have been more 
numerous—the repulsion of the wire has been 
sufficiently violent to create pain in the hand 
holding it--and the fish has retained 2 strong 
smell, not aolike that produced by striking two 
flints together.”—Jaterury Gazette. .

AFFAIRS OF GREECE. 

All the advices from Greece and its neighbor- 
hood, continue to be of the most cheering charac 
ter. It is stated in the Augsburg Gazette, that a 
vessel had arrived at Trieste from Smyrna, in 
twelve days, bringing intelligence that Carysto, 
the capture of which had been so often announc- 
ed, has at length surrendered to Odysseus. Ac- 
cording to the capitulation concluded between the 
Chiets of the two parties, the Turkish garrison are 
to be conducted to Negropont. Letters from Du- 
razzo, in Albania, state that a corpsof the Greeks, 
consisting of two thousand men, has arrived in the 
environs of Arta. Patras was expected to surren- 
der shortly. Lord Byron had adopted a Greek 
dress, and had marched with a corps against Le- 
panto. He was appowted a member of the coun- 
cilof Western Greece. It was reported that the 
Pacha of Scutart, had raised the standard of re- 
bellion against ‘Turkey, and declared his intention 
of making common cause with the Albanians and 
Hellences.

FROM BIO JANEIRO. 

By an arrival at Salem, Mass. from Rio 
Janeiro, accounts have been received from 
that place to the 24th Feb. which state that 
letters from the U. S. Consul at Valparaiso 
mention the sailing of the Franklin 74, in 
pursuit of a piratical cruiser under Spanish 
colours. A letter dated St. Jago de Chili, 
Dec. 15, says, that the Chilian frigat@ In- 
dependence had accompanied the Franklin, 
and describes the privateer to be an Eng- 
lish built brig of 16 guns, equipped at Rio, 
and manned at Chiloe by the Spaniards.— 
This vessel had captured the British,ship 
Stanmore, which had been chartered by a 
Chilian East India Company, with a cargo 
on board valued at $135,000, and 3600 qtls. 
copper. After taking the money, the pirates 
released the vessel. The Franklin is re- 
ported to have joined in the pursuit because 
the American Consul at Coquimbo was on 
board the Stanmore, and had been detained 
by the Spaniards. Two other privateers 
of the same description, were cruising off 
the coast of Chili. 

Lord Cochrane was at Rio on the 25d 
of Feb. with a fleet destined for the block- 
ade of Pernambuco, which place had re- 
fused to acknowledge the authority of the 
Emperor, It is said that Lord C. had been 
recalled by the British government with an 
offer of being reinstated in all his former 
authority and high rank in the navy. The 
English had a large squadron on the coast, 
and were daily expecting reinforcements. 
The ship Cambridge of 90 guns, with Con- 
suls on board for La Plata, Chili and Peru, 
had arrived at Rio. The French had 2 fri- 
gates, 2 sloops and a brig, and were like- 
wise expecting reinforcements. | It was re- 
ported that the king of France had placed 
these vessels at the order of the Emperor 
of Brazil. It was also reported that Spain 
had ceded the island of Chilce to France. 


COLOMBIAN EXPEDITION. 

The Royal Gazette of the 14th ultimo, 
published at Nassau, (N. P.) states, that 
great alarm prevailed on the coast of Cuba, 
in consequence of intelligence received from 
Jamaica, that a Colombian vessel of war 
had arrived at Kingston for the purpose of 
procuring a loan of money, for fitting out 
from some port on the Main an expedition 
to consist of from fifteen hundred to two 
thousand men, for the purpose of revolu- 
tionizing the Island of Cuba. It was said 
this force would land on the south side of 
the Island, opposite to Principe, Where they 
expected to be joined immediately by a 
considerable number ofthe inhabitants dis- 
posed for independence. This account was 
credited by many, but it was also reported 
that the troops were intended to assist the 
people of Vera Cruz, in destroying the cas- 
tle of St. Juan de Uloa, which had so long 
been annoying that place by its fre on the 
town. 

FROM PERNAMBUCO. 

The Stanton, Capt. Burtch, arrived at New-Bed- 
ford, Mass. stopped at Pernambuco on the 16th 
March, and sailed again on the 21st.—The follow. 
ing occurrence took place during Capt. B’s stay 
at that port, the particulars of which are as fol- 
lows: 

On the 20th March, the President of Pernambu- 
co was arrested by some troops and sent as Prison. 
er toone of the Forts, the Commandant of which 
would not receive him as such. He then retired 
to Olinda with such of the troops as were friendly 
to him, the other party taking a different direction. 
On the morning of our sailing, the President and bis 
party which was said to be the strongest returned 
with him quietly to the City, amd it was reported 
that the others had dispersed. It was thought by 
sone that this was only a stratagem of the Presi 
dent to ascertain the number and strength of his 
friends, and by others, that it wasa prelude to a 
more serious affair. 

Lord Cochrane was daily expected at Pernam. 
buco. Captain Perkins of the Floyd, just arrived 
at Pernambuco from Rio Janeiro, reported that the 
King of the Sandwich Islands, Rihoriho with two 
of his wives had arrived there in an English ship, 
on his way to England, He was received with every 
mak of attention and respect.

Of one hundred 
thousand dollars, supposed to have been lost in 
the litle town of New-Castle, it is said not one 
cent was insured. This circumstance ought, and 
we have no doubt will, operate as a powertul warn- 
ing to others. 


THE MUMMY.—We have now an opportunity 
of seeing what we have often heard of—an Egyp- 
tian Mummy.

GREEN PEAS,

BEES. 

The following easy method of taking the honey 
without destroying the bees, is generally practised 
in France ,—-In the dusk of the evening, when the 


-bees are quietly lodged, approach the hive, and 


turn it gently over, Having steadily placed it ina 
small pit, previously dug to receive it, with its 
bottom upwards, cover it with a clean new hive, 
which bas been properly prepared, with a fow sticks 
ecroms the inside of it, and rubbed with aromatic 
Herbs: then having caretully adjusted the mouth 
of each hive to the other so that no aperturs re- 
mam between them, take a small stick, and beat 
gently round the sides of the lower hive for about 
ten Minutes, in which time the bees will leave their 
cells in the old hive, ascend and adhere to the new 
one. ‘Then gently btt up the upper hive, with all 
us little tenants, and place it on the stand from 
which the other was taken. This should be done 
some time in the week preceding midsummer day, 
that the bees may have time, before the summer 
flowers are taded, to lay in a new stock of honey, 
which they will aot fai to do for their subsistence 
through the wonter.
